Subject. — Scheme for the licensing of Indian Cotton Textiles for export to West 
Germany during the licensing year 1971. 

No. PN(West Germany Licensing)/2 of 1970.—1. The scheme relates to the 
export of all varieties of mlllmade cotton fabrics, made-up items and readymade 
garments made out of mlllmade fabrics from India to West Germany during the 
Licensing year 1st January, 1971 to 31st December, 197,1. 

2- Licences under the scheme shall be issued by the Joint Chief Controller of 
Imports and Exports, Bombay, on the basis of quota certificates issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, on flrst-come-flrst-served basis- 
The quota certificates will be issued on presentation by the exports of firm contract 
and a proforma invoice indicating along with other details, the nett weight in 
kgs. of goods In the Form Prescribed by Texprocil for the purpose. 
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3, For the purpose of exports and issuance of quotas/licences, cotton textiles 
have been divided into the Hollowing groups:— 

Group I,- Cotton fabrics, grey or bleached mercerised or not. 

Group I covers items classiiied under categories B, Bi, B'2, B3 B 4 Bj B6 
B7, B8, C and Cl. ’ 

Group II. —Other cotLon fabrics, made-up articles and miscellaneous articles 
of cotton. 


Group II covers items falling under categories C2, C3, C4, C5, CG, C7, D, 
Dl. D2, D3, D4, E, FA, IJ2, E3, E4, E5, E6, E7, E8, E9, E10, Ell, 
F, FI, F2, F3, and F4. ' 

Details of the items falling under the above categories are available with 
the Texprocil in the form of standardised categories and items falling 
under the same. 

4. According to the agreement imports of cotton textiles into West Germany 
will be admitted, by competent West Germany Authorities only on presentation 
of the Green Certificate issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, 
Bombay, on the basis of which the West German Authorities would Issue import 
Hcence. 


5- Licences shall be valid for shipment from any pert in India. 

6. Licences and quotas shall not be transferable without the express consent 
In writing of the E. E. C. and Austria Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee. 

7- A non-refundable charge of Rs. 2.50/- ton will be levied by the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council for the issue of quotas subject to a minimum 
of Rs. 2.50/-. 

8. All quota holders shall have to submit a monthly report to the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council giving details of the shipments against individual 
licences issued to them. These statements should reach the Council by the 10th 
of the subsequent month. 

9- The E. E, C. Austria Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee shall (a) super¬ 
vise the entire scheme (b) keep a watch over the performance from time to time 
(c) interpret and give decisions on various matters arising out of the operation of 
the scheme, and (d) make such changes in the scheme as the Committee deems 
fit from time to time. The Licensing Committee shall be empowered to frame 
rules and regulations from time to time, inter alia, providing for the conditions 
to be copiled with by an applicant before he would be entitled to quotas. It 
shall also have right to withhold or cancel quotas and reject applications for 
quotas without assigning any reason.
